Mexico y Sus Vías 
de Communicacion 

por FRANCISCO J. ORTIZ 

El Telefono 

La primera línea de teléfonos que extió 
en la República Mexicana, fue la que se 
tendió entre el Castillo de Chapultepec y el 
Palacio Nacional, el 16 de febrero de 1878. 

Se continuaron haciendo ensayos entre la 
capital y poblaciones del Distrito Federal 
con resultados favorables. 

El 24 de diciembre el gobierno del D. F. 
celebró un contrato con la Westrup y Comp. 
para establecer unas lineas telefónicas que 
comunicaran a la Secretariá de Gobernación 
con la Inspección de Polecía y las comisarías, 
originando un costo de mil cien pesos. 

En el año de 1882 se organizó la compañía 
Telefónica Mexicana, empresa particular que 
inauguró su central en la ciudad de México, 
en la calle Santa Isabel número 6 one-half 
con trescientos abonados. El gerente gen¬ 
eral fue J. E. Torbet. 

A principios del siglo XX, esta Compañía 
obtuvo la renovación de su contrato para la 
explotación del servicio telefónico en el 
D. F. y otras poblaciones de importancia. 

Poco después la Compañía de Teléfonos 
Ericcson S. A. comenzó a tender sus instala- 
ciónes en el Distrito Federa!, inaugurando su 
central el 7 de mayo de 1907. 

El Telégrafo 

En México fue introducido el telégrafo 
por don Juan de la Granja, español de ori¬ 
gen y después nacionalizado mexicano. El 
30 de octubre de 1850 inicia su empresa 
publicando un folleto donde exponía su pro¬ 
yecto. Después de vencer numerosas difi¬ 
cultades ocasionadas por los acontecimien¬ 
tos políticos de esta época, logra inaugurar 
el 5 de noviembre de 1853 la línea entre la 
capital y Nopaluca Puebla. 

/ El 19 de mayo de 1854 se inauguró la 
línea electromagnética entre México y Vera- 
cruz. 

El 10 de mayo de 1859, se publica el 
decreto prorroganda por 25 años de privi¬ 
legio a Juan de la Granja para la instalación 
de telégrafos en todo el país. 

El 20 de enero de 1868, el Presidente 


Juárez y el Gral. Porfirio Díaz, se cruzaron 
telegramas de felicitación al inugurar el 
telégrafo en la ciudad de Oaxaca. 

El 12 de abril de 1871, el gobierno au¬ 
toriza el establecimiento de un cable sub¬ 
marino que comunicara a México con Cuba 
y los Estados Unidos. 

El 1 de mayo de 1877 se efectúa un en¬ 
sayo de palomas mensajeras entre Puebla y 
México, salvando la distancia en menos de 
dos horas. 

A principios del año de 1885, las líneas 
telegráficas de la federación tendidas en to¬ 
do el país, ascendísm a 21,158 Kms. 

El 27 de junio de 1887 es inaugurada la 
línea telegráfica entra Mérida y México. 

Al finalizar el siglo XIX las líneas tele¬ 
gráficas comunicaban a casi toda la Repúb¬ 
lica Mexicana. 

Ya para esta época, Guillerma Marconi 
había inventado el telégrafo sin hilos.

The Growing Power of 
MEXICAN-AMERICANS

Johnny Rodriguez and Freddy Fender can 
be heard daily on country music stations 
from El Paso to New York City. Vikki Carr 
and Trini Lopez lean more toward soft rock 
and pop. 

Joe Kapp and Jim Plunkett are two of 
professional football's great quarterbacks 
and Richard Alonzo "Pancho" Gonzalez has 
become almost synonymous with tennis.. Lee 
Trevino is one of the stars of professional 
golf. 

Herman Badillo, Eligió de la Garza, Ed¬ 
ward Roybal, Raul H. Castro, Henry B. Gon¬ 
zalez, Joseph Montoya, Henry B. Ramirez, 
Jerry Apodaca, Carlos Romero Barcelo, 
Teodoro Moscoso, left their marks on na¬ 
tional and international, state and congres¬ 
sional politics. 

Then, of course, there are labor activist 
Cesar Chavez and New Mexico rebel Reies 
Lopez Tijerina, whose several brushes with 
the law in the Southwest culminated in the 
now famous "courthouse raid" of Tierra 
Amarilla, the seat of Rio Arriba County. 

And who doesn't know Ricardo Montal- 
ban, Rita Moreno, Jose Feliciano, Cesar 
Romero, Jose Ferrer, Anthony Quinn, Fer¬ 
nando Lamas and Desi Arnaz? 

ALL OF THESE FAMOUS MEXICANS 
HAVE ONE THING IN COMMON: THEY 
ARE MEXICAN-AMERICANS. 

And as such, they are also members of 
one of the fastest growing — and some feel, 
among the most neglected — groups of 
hyphenated Americans. 

Their overall impact on U.S. society is 
older than the Pilgrims and is being felt 
more every day. Among the estimated 15 
million Mexican-Americans are descendants 
of the first Spanish "conquistadores" who 
made their way into the Southwestern 
United States in the early 16th Cenury as 
well as counless others who got off a plane, 
legally, in Miami or New York just yesterday 
or who at this very moment may be crossing, 
illegally, some point along the 3,000-mile 
U.S.-Mexican border. 

When analyzing the impact of Mexican- 
Americans on everyday life in the United 


States, one of tfie first words that come to 
mind are "illegal aliens," a problem that 
Leonard F. Chapman, Commissioner of the 
U.S. Immigration and Naturalization Service, 
says "is very serious and getting worse. 

It is indeed serious enough to have war¬ 
ranted a recent lengthy study by the Gen¬ 
eral Accounting Office. The congressional 
watchdog agency issued an urgent call for 
comprehensive and coordinated federal 
action to stem the growing tide of illegal 
aliens, now estimated at 12 million. 

INC chief Chapman, a retired U.S. Ma¬ 
rine Corps commander, told a national news 
magazine that some two years ago there 
were five to seven million illegal aliens in 
the United States, mostly from Mexico, the 
Dominican Republic, Jamaica, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, and Costa Rica. ". . . in an¬ 
other few years it will be ten million, and a 
short time after that it will rise to 15 or 
more million," Chapman estimated. He con¬ 
sidered as nil the possibility of bringing the 
flow of illegal aliens under control. 

"The magnitude on it will simply over¬ 
whelm the INS, even with added personnel," 
he said. 

Some 15 to 20 years ago, Chapman ex¬ 
plained, almost all of the illegal aliens were 
migrant farmworkers. Some still are in agri¬ 
culture, but most now occupy what is called 
"service jobs" in the United States, such as 
waiters, cab drivers, bellhops, and the like 
and in piecework industry. 

"These are not criminals. They are good 
people who are in an impoverished condition 
and are trying to find work, a salary and a 
wage so they can support their families," 
Chapman said. 

"Driven out of their homelands by deeply 
rooted poverty, a revolution of rising ex¬ 
pectations in Latin America, and, on occa- 
ion, by political changes at home, and drawn 
to the United States by cheap and fast 
transportation and a seeming abundance of 
low-skilled jobs on American farms and in 
the larger cities, these people are making a 
significant impact on our society, said his¬ 
tory professors Leonard Dinnerstein of the 
University of Arizona and David M. Reimers 





of New York University in a recent compre¬ 
hensive study on ethnic Americans. 

The mass migration of Spanish-speaking 
people to the United States is not a recent 
phenomenon. The last half century is con¬ 
sidered to be the era of the Spanish-speak¬ 
ing minoriites in this country. But unlike most 
European and Asian immigrants the Mexican- 
Americans have not found it too easy to fit 
into U.S- society. They are now the second 
larqest minority after black Americans and 
some federal officials estimate that within 
a generation, probably around the turn of 
the century, the Latin American communities 
in the United States may outnumber tho c e 
of blacks. 

"THE IMPLICATIONS FOR THIS COUN¬ 
TRY ARE ENORMOUS," declared Henry B. 
Ramirez, a Mexican-American from Califor¬ 
nia who headed President Richard Nixon's 
Cabinet Committee on Opportunities for 
Spanish-speaking People. "Not too far in the 
future, many areas will have Spanish-speak¬ 
ing majorities and Latin American culture 
will make a very deep impression on the 
mainstream of U.S. society." 

Currently, one of every twenty people in 
the United States is a Mexican-American. 
Mexican-Americans are the largest single 
group, followed by Puerto Ricans, Cubans, 
Central and South Americans and even some 
few Spanish Immigrants. 

Mexican-Americans now number almost 
seven million persons and most of them have 
now adopted the term "Chícanos" for them¬ 
selves, a descriptive word that apparently 
even the Chicano himself has difficulty in 
defining. 

THE FIRST MEXICAN-AMERICANS came 
to what is now the United States as con¬ 
quistadores in search for silver and gold. The 
year 1528 — long before Plymouth Rock 
and Jamestown — is accepted as the earliest 
date for Spanish presence in the Southwest¬ 
ern United States. 

Their descendants are still coming — but 
are now driven by a search for jobs, bread 
and political freedom rather than the foun¬ 
tains of youth and cities of gold and silver 
the conquistadores though would find here. 

"The Mexican-Americans are the largest 
and most prominent of the Spanish-speaking 
group and, after the blacks, are the single 
largest minority group in the United States," 
said Dinnerstein and Reiners. 

But they added that "until 10 or 15 years 
ago, they were a forgotten minority, al¬ 


though in more recent times historians, so¬ 
ciologists, journalists, politicians and govern¬ 
ment officials have become increasingly 
aware of their presence." 

Yet because the Mexican-Americans have 
been IGNORED as a political power and, in 
some cases even been treated as second- 
class citizens, their heritage and contribu¬ 
tions to U.S. culture and life have been 
ignored as well. 

The language, customs, history, attitudes, 
music and even humor of the United States 
have been greatly enriched by the Mexican- 
American, and this influence is felt in all 
regions of the country, although it is strong¬ 
er the closer one gets to the U.S.-Mexican 
border. 

The cowobys, that most all-American of 
all-American heroes, is Mexican — just to 
cite one example. Some even call him "buck- 
aroo," which is nothing more than the 
Americanization of the Spanish word "va¬ 
quero" (cowboy). And what about manana, 
sombrero, bronco, hacienda, lariat, chapa¬ 
rral, corral, canyon, arroyo, plaza, coyote, 
and so forth. 

Chile con came and tacos have become 
so much a part of the U.S. scene as ham¬ 
burgers and hot dogs, and are found on 
menus as far from the border as New York 
City, Minneapolis and Detroit, not to men¬ 
tion San Jose, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
San Diego, Las Vegas, San Antonio, Tampa, 
or even Mexico, Missouri, or La Plata, Mary¬ 
land. 

People in this country have barbecues 
from "barbacoa") in their patios and quite 
often, depending on the climate, take a 
siesta in their hammocks. Margaritas and 
daiquiris are popular party drinks. 

Bonanza means wealth and was also the 
name of a popular TV western. Beer is 
downed with gusto and Americans drive cars 
with names such as Pinto, Vega, Cordoba, 
Granada, Eldorado, and Camino. Some may 
even smoke something called "marijuana" 
(spelled "marihuana" in Spanish. 

And who hasn't heard about that most 
elusive of modern warriors—the "guerrilla." 
(The word has its origins in Napoleonic Spain 
in the early 19th Century and means "little 
war" and those who fight in them should be 
called "guerrilleros"). Also, non-elected mili¬ 
tary governments have now become "jun¬ 
tas," as in Chile, Argentina or Thailand. 

One of the most visible proof of the pre¬ 
sence in the United States of Mexican-

American heritage, by way of Spain, is the 
number of states, cities, towns, counties, 
rivers and mountains with Spanish names. 

John Tebbel and Ramon E. Ruiz, in their 
book Sout hby Southwest, said that more 
than 2,000 cities and towns in the United 
States have Spanish names, mostly in Cali¬ 
fornia, Texas, Arizona, Colorado and New 
Mexico. Spanish place names can be found 
all over the Union. 

Mexican-Americans have of late made re¬ 
markable gains and seem to be finding, al¬ 
though slowly, their place in U.S. society. 
Perhaps more than any other minority group, 
they have been winning an increasing num¬ 
ber of elective offices, including at least two 
state governments (governors Jerry Apo- 
daca of New Mexico and Raul H. Castro of 
Arizona). 

But things weren't always that way and 
any awakening of awareness of a country's 
political process is accompanied by radical 
manifestations. In the case of the Mexican- 
Americans is the movement called "La 
Raza," meaning "The People," though its 
literal translation is "the race." 

After the Mexican-Americans, the second 
large group of Spanish-speaking Americans 


are the Puerto Ricans. Their number, in- 
cluging those who have remained in their 
Caribbean homeland, is fast approaching the 
five million mark. Yet the Puerto Ricans 
impact on everyday U.S. life, including 
speech and customs, comes nowhere near 
that of the Mexican-Americans.

What You Eat 
Determines 
HOW YOU FEEL 

by KIM BASKETT 

Do you ever feel grouchy, moody, de¬ 
pressed, irritable, or uncooperative? 
Chances are, living in society with all its 
problems, that you feel these things a lot. 
For most people, though, these feelings are 
probably intensified by not eating properly. 
That means not eating the right foods or 
not eating them at the right time of day. 

For example, the type of breakfast you 
eat in the morning has an important effect 
on how your body functions for the rest of 
the day. Your basic coffee with sugar in the 
morning, maybe with a donut or piece of 
toast, will probably lead to fatigue and in¬ 
efficiency, no matter what you might eat 
later on. On the other hand, a breakfast 
containing some protein in addition to car¬ 
bohydrates and sugars, can lay the basis for 
an energetic day. 

Your body's ability to produce energy de¬ 
pends on how much sugar there is in your 
blood. The average amount of sugar is 90-95 
milligrams (mg.) per half-cup of blood. At 
this level there is enongh sugar so that each 
cell can function properly. The sugar level 
is especially important for the brain — if 
the sugar drops only a little, thinking be¬ 
comes slower, more confused, and nerves be¬ 
come tense. If the supply drops lower than 
about 65 mg., you will usually notice a crav¬ 
ing for sweets or a growling in your stomach. 

You might think this means you should 
eat plenty of sugar to keep the sugar level 
up, but that's not right. Eating sugar alone 
only makes the situation worse. Excess sugar 
stimulates your body to produce insulin, 
which tries to hold your blood sugar level 
down by removing sugar from the blood and 
storing it as starch or as fat. As a result your 
sugar level actually drops below its normal 
level. That's when you get all those tired, 
irritable feelings. 

The trick in good eating is to reguate the 
amount of sugar going into the blood in 
order to maintain just the right sugar level 
level. That's where a good breakfast comes 
in. Only when you eat sugar or carbohy¬ 
drates in combination will protein and fat 


(which slow down digestion) will sugar be 
gradually absorbed into the blood, and 
energy be maintained at a high level for 
many hours. 

The best breakfast is one which contains 
fruit or juice to supply natural sugar; cereals, 
hotcakes, waffels, or toast to supply carbo¬ 
hydrates (these are turned into sugar during 
digestion); and most importantly, eggs or 
fortified milk to provide protein. 

If you leave out the protein, your blood 
sugar will increase dramatically in a matter 
of minutes. This may produce a short, ener¬ 
getic buzz. But it also stimulates the pan¬ 
creas to your insulin into your system. The 
more sugar and carbohydrates you eat, the 
more insulin. The more insulin, the more 
sugar is withdrawn from the blood. It's a 
viscious cycle. Fatigue will likely set in by 
mid-morning. 

Drinking coffee without sugar in the 
morning doesn't help much either. Caffeine 
also stimulates the release of insulin, pro¬ 
ducing the same low sugar level effects. 
Also, shooting up with a donut or candy bar 
during the day or having a big lunch won't 
solve the problems left over from a poor 
breakfast. 

The cells in your body can only store so 
much excess sugar as starch. The remainder 
is converted into fat. After digestion of a 
meal is completed, the starch can be easily 
broken down into sugar again, but the fats 
are not burned efficiently without sugar. It 
leaves "ashes" in the form of acetone and 
acids, which are somewhat harmful to the 
body. 

In addition the brain and nerves must 
have sugar to live. So when there is insuf¬ 
ficient sugar in your blood, the adrenal 
glands send out a substance called corti¬ 
sone. This substance destroys cells so that 
their protein can be converted, in part, into 
sugar. Bad eating habits thus force the ner¬ 
vous system to become a parasite which 
lives off other body tissues. The sags and 
bags you see in your mirror are the result 
of this type of destruction. 

Maximum well-being and efficiency can 
can and should be produced for every hour 
we are awake. Your meals can be planned 
to give efficiency when you need it most. 
For example, if you're on swing shift, eat the 
meal highest in protein before you go to 
work. In addition to milk and eggs, meat 
and fish, beans, and nuts are good sources 
of protein. 

Generally avoid using coffee and/or 





candy for "pick-me-ups" and if ^ sslb *®;, e f 
high protein between meal snacks. Whole 
milk or cheese with a piece of fruit has 
produced to be most efficient in energy pro¬ 
duction. And remember if you do eat sugar, 
it’s best to eat natural sugars like fruit and 
honey rather than refined sugar. Refined 
sugar is used in candy, sweetened cereals, 
and packaged foods, and has had all the 
vitamins removed in processing. Even though 
it makes you feel full, it is nutritionally de¬ 
ficient.
